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Great Whisky TriMt 
Bad Light 
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New York, Feb. 12.— At the resi- 
dence of Oen. Sherman in the early 
•▼enlng there wae lome raye of sunshine 
throngh the dotids hanging over the old 

w.irrior's head. At this tbne the ho]w« 
of the relatives and friends for the life 
of the general had lv>en revived. Hi.s 
condition was still considered precarion.s 
but the Huccess with wliich he had tiat- 
tled with the enemy during the day wiki 
the toandatlon of the atm bofie enter* 
tained for his recovery. 

The improvement began et noon, and 
In the afternoon he rallied HufBdently to 
recognize the members of tht* family 
and thoHe (jld friends wlio were admitted 
to the sil k chanil.er. At times tlie ;;en- 
eral Kle|it as i:eacefully at; a child. Imt at 
other ni .nii'iits he sank into nu uiK'on- 
Bcion-N .stai.'. not deep, from wliich h^' 
could be iHdly arou.-*d by those aljout 
him. 

During the day two leK-^'ranis were 
received from President Harrison iii- 
ouiring after the general's condition. 
These and olher telegrams received have 
not as yet lieen given to tlie |rres8. 

At « o'clock in the evening (Jen. 
Thomas Ewing sent the following tele- 
gram to the jiresident: 

"Family far more hopeful. Suuie 
Blight evidence vt r< vivmg strength." 

Oen. twing was one of the cf.llers at 
the West Seventy-first streee house dur- 
ing the afternoon. He e.itt ied the sick 
chaml)er about 5 o'clock, and was 
greeteil by (rcn. Sherman with, ■'Hello, 
Kwiiig, is Uia; yi>u .-" 

A little later he said to his SiHi; "This 
is only temporary, 1 will l>e all riuht. " 

Gen. Ew.ng in sjK'.iking of (ii'ii Slier 
man's condition said: "The feeling is 
more hopeful. '1 here is no dicidcd im- 
provement in the symtoms and condi- 
Qons. but he is not as low iu* he was in 
the morning. When roused he is intelli- 

fent ami free from all hallucinations. 
Int yesterday and to day he has been 
much" of the time in a state of semi 
coma. His face is a little di.-i nlincd. and 
his neck and back a good deal swollen. 
He moves with great diilicultjr Mid pAin. 
His sptMxh is also difficult." 

During the afternoon many ]>ersonsof 
prominence tailed. Among ihe^ num- 
ber were Carl Schurz and (i.'ii. Charles 
H. T. Collis. Telegrams were constant- 
ly arrivinji. and replies were being sent 
out, showing the interest of the ople 
in the condition of the last of the thn^e 
great generals. Every att^'iition is 
given to the w^ants of 
skilled nurses and 
tors. 

The doctor's bulletin at 7:1. > yesterday 
evening WHS its follows: ■•(ini. Sherman 
has lost little strength daring the dav. 
and his con .ition is aboDt the sane as la 
the morning." 

During tne early part of the e\ ening 
the condition of Gen. Sherman changed 
Imt little. At H:15 p. m. the general's 
son issued th}* following bulletin: 

"Grai. Sberinaa'sooaoltloB is alaolvta- 
ly unchanged." 

Two policemen were stationed in front 
of the house and prevented any gather- 
ing in front of the doors. 
Senator S'b' rmiun left the house short- 
ly after 8 o'clock, and went to the hoose 
of a friend to sj)end the night. 

At the Kev. T. DeW itt Talmage 
aad Mrs. Talinago called. Fifteen 
jnlnntes later thev came cut. Dr. Tal- 
mage said that he had found the gener.il 
in a better condition than he exj.»'ct. d 
ta "Gen. Sherman, " lie said, "lh con 
adoilB at Intervals and recouni/.es those 
who are about him. When spoken to, 
he answers yes or no, but that is the ex- 
text of his conversation. After an effort 
of t hk kind he relapses into a state of 
semi-unconsciousness. It is very sad. 
His family are all hoping for the l^est, 
but it seems aluuKst like hoping for the 
iiftpo.^sible. From present indications 
J should say there Is no likelihood of his 
demise within the nazt twenty-fonr 
bo'urs." 

At 9 o'clock another bolh tm was is- 
aned stating that the general \\ as hold- 
ing his owu. His son said that they e.\- 
pected no great or sudden change in his 
father's condition during the night or 
during the uo.vt twenty-four hours. 

At 10 o'clock this bulletin wa.s sent 
out: "Gen. Bhermun slightly Ix-tter 
since last bulletin." Mr. Sherman made 
ftatemeat at the same time he sent 
OSlfba above bulletin: "My father is 
Nstlng somewhat ea.sier now. At 11 
o'clock the doctors will have nnother 
MOSOltation. When they have finished, 
fha hoOW will be closed for the night, 
and no more bulletins will be issued."

SEORFFART GIBSON ARRESTED. 

H* U Chnraad 'With OonsplHna *• Blow 
Vp All tfc« DIsfllleHes to the C»«»»rr 

M<it BeloiiKltiK to tiM Tnuit— Sh uMilf* 
Clilcncn, VUtllUiy SkS rir«t One Hc- 
Itietod. 

Chicago, Feb. 19.— George J. Gibson, 
secretary of the great whisky trust, was 

arre.-ited at tl;e (Jraiid Pacific hotel at 
(i:;jo yoter.lay morning, on a chaige of 
conspiracy to blow up all the di^till ries 
in the coiintry iicit belonging to the 
trust. Mr. ( il'son lives at 1 eoria, and 
it is said that he came hero for the ex- 
press purpose of wrecking tha Shnfeldt 
distillery in this city. Several attempts 
have U^n miir'e to blow up the Shufeldt 
plant, in one which >'"Uiig Kunze, of 
Crouiii iuuid( r f;ime. wa-. involved. 

It i~ s.iid that Mr tlibson tried to 
briU' a goveninieiit msiii-ctor to blow 
nji the Siiufi ldi distil cry and this led t<i 
his arrest ,i.s lie ali;;iit.'il tn in a carriage 
in ftont >rf tlieiiiaiid Pacific hotel yes- 
tenlay in ruing. In a small satchel 
l ari ied by Mr, (iihson was found a 
ninnber ot ir ; icles which are said to 1m; 
pi sitive evidi n< e of hi-^ conniction with 
the coiisjiir.K y, Mr. (Jibson was taken 
to the I niied' States ma< shal's oflSoo in 
the governiin'ir Imilding. 

Mr (11 suns wife and daughter were 
With hiiii when he was arrested. At 8 
prelin.inary liear ng before United 
States Commissioner Hoyiie in the after- 
noon Mr, (;iV-on waiveil examination 
am' was he d to the Federal grand jury 
on i!:.'t'.oi;(i bail. Later in the day he 
was relea eil. Nel.son Morris, the packer, 
signing his bond in the sum of ij;20.0(H). 
tiil soii wa> also recjuired to attach his 
own signatui''. 

The (on-jiiacy was worked up 
through K. venue" Insjiector T. S. De- 
war, who was told guardetUy some 
iiicinths ago that Shnfeldt's distillery 
w.us in the way of the trust and that 
there was • 1 ig money" for the m.m who 
succeeded in getting the concern out of 
the way. Solicitor Hart, of the internal 
revenue <Ieparlment, who arrived in the 
city from W ashington to take charge of 
the' case. ha< in his possession the 
dvnamite machine with which the de- 
sti-uc;tion of the Shufeldt distillery was 
to lie etlected, and papers closing the 
contract for the diabolical business. 
The pac fic charge against Gibson is 
that he tried to bribe Dewar t<i blow 
up the shuleldt plant AH the arrange- 
ments had been Completed for the 
lifiidish work, when Dewar infoimeil 
the government officials of the plan and 
prevented the consommation uf the con- 
spiracy. 

Inspector Stewart, of the postolBce de- 
(lartment, one of the ofBcers who made 
the arrest, said yesterday afternoon: "I 
am not at Uberty to give the facts in the 
case, bat there is nothing that your im- 
agination can conceive of more diaboli- 
cal and horrible than the intention of 
the conspirators. It was nipi)ed just in 
time, too, fur the first blow was to have 
been struck in Chicaga Then it wonld 
have been repeated in other points." 

Solicitor (General Hart made tha fol- 
lowing startling a t a t ament yaaterday 
evening: 

"A sUort time ago we learned that Mr. 
Gibson was in correspondence with our 
gauger. Q. S. Dewar. I came on Iiare. 
and Dewar revealed to me the proposi- 
tion made to him by Gibson. Gilwon 
told him that the tmst oonld not get a 
foothold in Chicago aa long as tha Shu- 
feldu were located here. The obnoxious 
distillery must be removed. 

"Gibson had a perfectly safe plan, he 
said, Dewar was to gat $10,000 cash and 
$15,(100 later, to Introdnoa into tha Ug 
spirit tank of tha distillery, aontaining 
thousands of galloas of hi^ spirits, an 
infernal maohina that waa fixed to ex 
plodeata certain time. Tha explosion 
wonld free the spirits and throw the dis- 
tillery into a Biass of flames. Dewar 
was led to behave that tha OMehine 
would give him time to gat out of the 
place aUva. Bat it wonld not do to let 
him live. Dewar was to ba killed by the 
explosion, which was tooocenr one sec- 
ond after he dropped the waehlna into 
the vat. One hundred and fifty people 
who are at work in the place day and 
night would have been killed. 

'"The Shfifeldts will lose nothing,' 
said Gibaon. 'because diair prapwty is 
well insured. Tha govamment owns 
the most of it.' . . . , . 

"Dewar kept us posted and helped to 
carry the plan to the point, a^ it turned 
out to-day. The trap was to be sprung 
before Sunday. Gibson had tha infernal 
machine here. We have it now in our 
possewjion. Our confidence in the ga 
was never shaken. He fairly Irembl 
when he was informed that he never 
would have lived to claim his reward. 
C)ur proof. I am sorrv to say, is most 
al>solute. The chain of evidence against 
Mr. Gibson is the strongest ever forged. 
The oflicials at Washington are perfectly 
dased over the dastardly nature of the 
conspiracy." . , . 

"Vvho is supposed to be connected 
with Gibeon in Uat matter?" Mr. Hart 
was askftd 

"We cannot sp^fjr now. It is not 
to be supposed that tha secretary of the 
whisky mist was acting independently 
in the nwttar." 

Mr. Hart says that. Just at preeent, 
there wUl ba no more arrests in the 
case, for although they are certain that 
there is some one back of Gibson, yet 
they have no evidence that they can 
taring against them. The offense with 
whldi Gibson is at present charged, is 
punishable with not more than three 
years in the penitentiary, bat it is 
thought fnnn the startling detai'^ of the 
plot that a good case of conspiracy to 
commit murder can be brousht against 
thd secretary of the trust. This would 
send him down for a long time.

view I aid: "Since the last attcmpt<-d 
outrage on our property we have re- 
ceived communications from an nn- 
kn I wn friend whom we believe is a 
member of the whisky trust, giving us 
hints of approiiching danger. On Mon- 
day last e ttH-eivea a brief note giving 
Us definite infonnation of what was 
coming. It read something like this: 
'Look out: an attempt will be made to 
blow vou up either to-morrow (Tuesday), 
or ne.xt day.' Of course we paid strict 
attention to the friendly warning and at 
once communicated with the author 
itiee. We remained up all Monday night 
prejiarid to defend our property and our 
lives. We fully exiiected to be blown 
s!<vward Tuesduy night, and had every 
prc]>aration made to avert the horrible 
oonsetinences that might ensue in case 
there should be a soccvssfnl explosloB."

CoLUMBL-s, O.. Feb. 12. -The second 
day's session of the I'nited Mine Work- 
ers of America opened up with a large 
attendance. The committee on creden- 
tials made a fur. her report, seating two 
more delegates from the Pittsburg dis- 
trict with the privilege of a voiw in the 
jiroceedings but no vote. Several com- 
mittees were aniiounc«»d. 

A telegram rea<ling as follows wa*< re- 
ceived from Luciu Saniid, of New York: 
"Have collected about ^'iW held subject 
to the wishes of the convention, with 
heartiest sympathy for down-trodden 
miners."

The Oourt of Appeals Construes the 
LiAbUity to WMda Wkest 
ItUtoa Art Lotl. 



A CourieisTonmal special from Frank- 
furt says the C.iinl nf .Xjijieals, in a 
len;.'liiy opiniiiii by Judge Bennett, has 
deeided an important case touching the 
responsilillity of County .Fiid^'es for their 
failure to hold j;nariliana to a striet ae- 
count for the muney or property in trust 
for their wards. There were two eases of 
the same kind under eonsidt'ration by 
the court, one styled Samuel A. Morrin 
vs. Ctowdy's Administrator, from Taylor 
County, and the other Cosby & Boyd vs. 
MeFarlanil, from (Iraves. The same 
points of law governed both cases. 

McFarland sued Cosby ft Boyd as the 
sureties <m the "Hicial liond of the County 
Judge of Graves County, seeking to hold 
them responsible for the estate that went 
into the hands of the K'lardian of McFar- 
land. The estate was lost, it i.s alleged, 
anil recovery could not be had by reason 
of the insolvency of both guardian and 
the sureties, and suit was instituted 
against the County Judge's sureties, n|ion 
the ground that the County Jndp- did 
not properly perform his duty in niakint: 
annual inquirit's into tlie solvency of the 
guardian's sureties, and, there being 
cause to believe that these sureties were 
insolvent, to euu.se the guardian to give 
additional surety. Section 14, Article 1, 
Chapter 48, General Statutes, upon which 
Mcd-'arland relied, is as follows: 



Till' court 'liiill aiiiiiiiilly iiii|inri' into tlic .-ol- 
vcnry of siiri'tii's for ;:iiiinlian> : iiii'I. if at any 
liiiic it lia- l ail-i' (o liclirvr llial llic -iin'lii - oi a 
unaniiaii arr iii^olvnit or in lailiii'.' ciri'Uia-l.ni- 
ci », it .'■liall. alirr Miiiiiiioiiini.' tin' ;iai'l ia ii . ri' 
ijuii-i' him tu yivi- aililiti^nial ^iiii'iy. 

The court says: " " Now, the 

question is, are the Judge and his sun- 
ties on his o|lici:il Im.ihI l!:iMe to the 
ward lor the neglect of the Judge to an- 
nually inquire into tlie solvency of the 
".'iiai'ilian. and to fei|nii'e aiMitioiial stiicly, 
if he has cause to believe that the Kiire- 
ties are insolvent, etc., whereby, in either 
case, a loss ensues to the ward. 

"It seems that, by .saiil section, it is 
maixlatory upon the Judge to make the 
ini|iiiry at least once a year, and to take 
action accordingly. • • • This duty 
was imposed n])on him because of tlu' in- 
ability of infants having estates to take 
careof them. TheState makes the County 
Court its fiscal aj;ent, to conlide such 
estates to the custody of prudent and safe 
persons. It seems to us, to be sound, 
that, if the law enjoins ii)ioii tiie County 
Judge a duty like this, although leaving 
a discretion as to how it should be done, 
and he fails to do it, he and his sureties 
on hi.s oflicial bond are responsible for 
the damage that follows such failures. 
.\nil it is ei^iially clear, that, if he iiKikes 
tile iiKjuiry as indicated alio\c, aihi ii 
shoiihl eause him, as a |>erson oi' oidiiciry 
judgement, to believe that the sureties 
were insolvent or in fiiilintrclreuniHtiinces, 
and he failed to rei|\iire ;iililitionai secu- 
rity of the guardian, whereby damage has 
ensued to the ward, he and his snri'ties 

sllollld lie held 1es|io||-ilile therefor. The 

duty to thus require additional seeurety, 
under the circnmstancps named, is as 
positively enjoiiieil a- is that of iii;il<iii'_' 
the inquiry, lint if, iqion such inqiiiry 
made as above indicated, he as a man of 
ordinary judgment, is ileceiviMl as to the 
solvency of the sureties, he should imt be 
held responsible. Also, if, at any time, 
he, as a man of ordimiry jtidL'tiient. has 
cause to lielieve that the snretii-s nrv in- 
solvent or ill failing eireumstances, he 
fails to require of theguariUan additional 
security, where))y damage is sustained by 
the ward, he and his smi tic- ar(> respon- 
sible. As said, the estate of the infant is 
under the special protection of the fltate, 
•nd the County J ud;.'e is made its fiscal 
agent to provide for its protection ap- 
l>olntlng a substitute person to be the 
cnstodiaii of the estate, ;ind reiinire of 
hiui security that he will laithfully dis- 
charge the trust ; and, owing to the fre- 

(pient loss of such estates by the reckless 
conduct of the jxiiarilian or siibseiinent 
insolvency of the sureties, the Legislaturt' 
enjoined the foregoing duties upon the 
County Judge. 

And to hold that they are purely judi- 
cial, and the judge is not liable on his 
bond except for a malicious or corrupt 
abuse of discretion, would defi'at the salu- 
tory object in view ; but to hold that the 
duty is enjoined by law and for the fail- 
ure to perform such duty, or for a failiif ■ 
to exercise in the performance of such 
duty as much judgment and discretion as 
a person of ordinary jodglUMlt and dis- 
cretion shoulil c.^ercise, similarly situateil, 
wheiiby damage to the ward ensues, he 
and his sureties are liable on his bond, 
would meet the object the Legislature 
had in view.

lowin}< half century of his life in civil 
emploj'inent. IIo then "pitched his tent," 
to use his own expression, at Herijiay, 
where ho it; held in hiyh esteem for his 
many acta of kindness.

God grant yt 
ye imiiressioiis yt wcro made upion j'e 
miudo of mai:y niij,'ht bo abiding." 

The handwritiutj is handsome and 
very legible, and the book is remarkably 
well preserved. It fills an important gap 
in the early records of the church, whose 
age is coincident with that of the town.
